From this time down to the pres- 
ent day the Catholic population of 
our country has grown far more 
rapidly than our general population 
has; and in every national erisis thru 


which we have passed, our Catholic 
people have invariably come to the 
front in defense of what they believ- 


ed to be the true principles of civil 
and religious liberty. In the “War of 


1812” thousands of Catholics were 
found among the officers and th the 
“rank and file” of the American 
Army. It was by the valiant 


assistance of French Catholics that 
General Jackson's “Mountaineers” 
won their great victory over the Brit- 
igh in the famous “Battle of New 
Orleans.” It is noteworthy, too, that 
when Genera! Jackson and his army 
marched into New Orleans, after this 
signal victory, the whole Catholic 
populace came out to greet him, while 
a Te Dewm was sung in the Catholic 
Cathedral, near which Jackson's 
Statue stands today.
